'diſturbed the eavennefſe of my former life, I was there- 
fore conſtrained to amaſſe together all thoſe arguments 
of hope and comfort, by which men in the like condition 
were ſupported; and amongſt all the great examples af 
trouble and confidence, I reckon*d King David one of 


the biggeft, and of greateſt conſideration. For conſide-. 
ring that he was a King, vexed with a Civill warre , his. 


caſe had ſo much of ours in it, that it was likely the devo. 


' tions he uſed might fit our turn, and his comforts ſuſtain 


us. 

And indeed when I came to look upon the P (alter with 
a neerer ob{ervation, and an eye diligent to eſpy my ad- 
vantages and remedies there depoſited,I found yery many 
prayers againſt the enemies of the King and Church, 
nd the miſeries of Warre. I found ſo many admirable 
promiſes, ſo rare variety of expreſſions of the mercies of 
God,ſo miny conſolatory hymnes , the commemoration 
of ſo many deliverances from dangets , and deaths, and 
Enemies, ſo many miracles of mercy and ſalvation, that 
I began to be ſo confidene as to belceve there could come 
no atflition great enough, to ſpend ſo great a ſtock of 
comfort as was laid up in the treaſure of the Pſalcer : the 
ſaying of $, Paul was here verified, If inne [and _—_— 
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did abound, then did grace ſuperabound ; and 2s wee 
belceve of the Paſſion of Child, it was ſo great as to bee 
able to fatisfie for a thouſand worlds;(o it is of the com- 
forts of Davids Plalms, they are- more then ſufficient to 
repair. all the breaches of mankind. Burt for the particular 
occaſion of creating confidences in us,that God will de- 


* ſend his Church and his Anointed, and all that truſt in 


him, ag2inſt all their enemies, (which was our caſe, and 
contained in it all our needs for the preſent) 1 found fo 
abundant ſupply, that of x50.Plalmes, ſome whereof are 
Hiſtoricali;many Euchariſticall, many Propheticall, and 
the reſt prayers for ſeverall occaſions, 34 of them are 
expreſly :made againſt Gods and our enemies ; Eleven 
exprefly for rhe Church,tour for the King; thar is,a third 
part of the Pſalmes relate particularly ro the preſent occa- 
l10n,beſide many clauſes of reſperhon in the other, which 
if colle cd in one, would of themſelves, be great argue 
ments of hope to prevail in ſo good a cauſe. 

This which experience-taught me now, 1 was promiſed 
before by a frequent teſtimony of the DoRors of the 
Church, who give the Pſalcerſuch a CharaRer as is due 
tothe beſt and moſt uſefull booke in the whole world, 
vVi% The moſt proficable of books z the treaſure of Holy 
in{truRions , conſammationem totins. pagine Theologice, 
the perfefion of the whole Scripture 3, : {o the ordinary 
Gloſſe calls itz armaguuenum parua Biblia, tribulatorun 
ſolatia, the young mans armory, the little Bible,the com= 
fort of the diſtreſſed, ſo others; to be ſaid by all men up- 
on all occaſions, is the counſell of the moſt deyout: 
amongſt them, But concerning the Plaker there are good 
words'enough, and reall obſervation of adyantages in the 
leyerall Prefaces before the: Commentaries upon the 
Plalmes, (ct forth by the Fathers, and Writers ot the firſt - 
and middle ages.

Sometimes decrecing that it ſhould bþe (aid dzy- and, 
night, O-herwkilc injoyned the reciration of the whole 
Pialter before the celebracion of the blefled S:crament ;. 
and after ſome timeit was made the publike office of the-: 
Church. : 

[t was the generall uſe of Chritendome, to (ay the - 
Pſalrwes Amtipbonatim, by -way of verſe and anſwer, ſairh; 
Suidas; and ſo ancient,that the Religious of S. Maik' in, 
Alex andri1a wed it, faith Philo the Jew; and S. Ignatias, or 
e'ſc Flavianus and Diodorus brought ict firſt. into the.: 
Church of Antioch. 

And for the private Devotions, that  they.chic fly con». 
ſiſted of the Platmes,we have great probabilicy from the - 
r.& requiring it of the Clergy, & particularly from then, 
who came to be ordained , great readinelle of {aying the. 
Pſalter by heart, Ir was S. Hicroms coun(cll ro Reſticus, 
and when S. Grcgoiy was x0 ordain the Biſhop of Ancona, 
his inquiry concerning his Canonicall (ufffclency was if 
he covid ſay Davids Plalmes wirhour book; and for a dis. 
abiliry of doing ir, John the Prieft- was reje&ed from the 
Biihop i:k of Ravenna. But this I' conceive more relates. 
to their private, then to their publike devorions, for EL: 
cinnot think but that in reſpe& of the publick Licurgy, it- 
was enough for Biſhops and Pricfts to read the Pſalm;the 
requiring ability ro remember them was to ingage chem, 
ro a frequent uſe of (0 admirable deyortions, in their pri=. 
vate offices. | 
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- But the Pſalms were not only of uſe to the Church,as 
they. lay in their own poſition and form , but the devour 


' men of ſeyerall ages drew them into Coljets, Antipho- 


naries, Reſponſories, and all other parts of their deyori- 


.ons. They made their prayers out of the Plalmes , their 


confeſſions, their doxologies , their ejacu'ations for the 
moſt part were clauſes or periods of the Plalter, S. Hierome 
madea colle&ion of choice verficles, and put them roge- 
ther into their ſeverall claſſes, and that was much of his 
deyotion; the Colle&ion is ſtill extant under the Name 
of S. Hicrome *s Pſalter. S. Athanaſius made an Index of 
vhe ſeverall occaſions and marters of praycr and Eucha- 
rift, and fitted Pſalmes to each particular, that was his 
devotion,the Pſalms intire as they lay,only he made titles 
of his.owne. I have ſeen of latter time a ſhore hyinne of 
fome eight verſes, which are indeed very choice ſenten+ 
ces out of ſeverall Pſalms [et together ro make a compen- 


| . dium of Liturgy or Previary of our neccſlity,. and deyo- 


tions, colle&ed by S. Bernard.ne, it isa very good Crpy 
to be followed, Bur it we look into the old Liturgies of 
the Eaſtern and Weſtern Churches, and where wee will 
almoſt into the private devotions of the old Writers, 


we may ſay of them in the expreſſion of the Prophet, Haus | 


riehant aquas e foatibus Salvatoris, they drew their waters 
from the founraines of our bleſſed Saviour, but through 
the limbecks of David. : | 
But the praQtice ofthis devotion I derived from.a hizhe 
er precedent,eyen of Chriit and his Apoſtles: for before 
the paſſion immmediatcly,rhey.ſung a Plalm,ſaiththeScri- 
peure, Hy, do fairhthe vulg wr La ine, having recited 
or ſaida Pſalm. But howevec it was part of Davids Plal- 
xer that was ſung, it was the grear Allelujih, as the Jews 
called it, beginning at the 113, Pialme, tothe 119, Cx» 
clufively, *part of that was ſung.

oftheend of the world, ſaith, that in the days of Anti- 

chriſt, P/almornm decantatio ceſſabit, they (all then no- 
more ule the {ing ing or laying of rhe Plilms;w hich when 
I had obſerved, wichour any further deliberarion I fix'd 

upon.the Pfalter as the beſt weapon agifinſt him, whoſe 
comming we hive great-reaſon to beleeve is not far oft,..

From the example of Chrilt this grew-to be a praftice © 
Apoltolicall., and their devotion came exattly home to 
the likeneſſe of the deſign of this very Bock ; . they curn'd: ' 
the Plalms into Prayers, 

Thus it was {aidof Pay and Silas, At; 16, They pray»- 
ed a Pſalm, loirt is in the Greik; and we haye a Copy: 
left us of one of the Prayers or Coll:&s which they mace - 
out of the bowels of the {econd P (alme;jir is in the fourth 
c .ap:er of the 4 s,beginning at the 24. verſe, and ends 
atthe 314, And now-I bave ſhowne the reaſons of mp 
choice, and-the precedents that I have followed. This-: 
laſt comes home. to every circumttance of my Booke, I: 
onely adde «his, that fince according to the inſtru&ion of 
our bleed Saviour, God is to be worſhipped in Spirit 8& 
in Truth; no worihipping can be more true, or more ſpi-- 
rituall then the Pſalcer ſaid with a pure mind and a hearty - 
devotion.

S1ints,and dereſtation of {chiſme, then by an a&R of Re- 
ligion, whoſe conſequence might be (if men pleaſe) the 
advancement of an univeriall Communion, For in that 
which is molt concerning, andisthe b-{t preſerver of chas
